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Halifax, N. S., Dec. 10.—Daybreak 


today found Halifax rapidly emerg- 
ing from the chaos into which 
the 


city was plunged by the explosion 
last Thursday. The successive snow 
and rainstorms which followed the 
disaster greatly hampered all efforts 
to alleviate the 
suffering 
of 
the 


thousands of injured and homeless 
people but the return of fair weath- 
er, yesterday made po'ssible more sys- 
tematic work. 


All relief agencies now have been 


co-ordinated. 
Enough doctors and 


nurses have reached the city to take 
care of the hospital duties. 
A con- 


siderable quantity of supplies 
al- 


ready has arrived and more are on 
the way, so that the danger of fam- 
ine has been averted and there is 
ample clothing for all. These sup- 
plies must be carefully 
conserved 


however, and the authorities today 
"were doing their best to enforce the 
requests published yesterday 
that 


non-residents now here on urgent 
business should leave the city and 
that others should not come here for 
the present. 


. The work of repairing the innum- 
erable damaged buildings was well 
under way. Lumber, glass and other 
"building materials are 
needed 
in 
great quantities. 


There was a slight flurry of snow 
early today but during the forenoon 
the skfes brightened .and 
clearing 
weather was indicated. Snow which 
covered every foot of the streets, was 
a frozen mass at daylight. 
General 


weather conditions however are fav- 
orable and soldiers were sent early 
to the burned area, to search for hun- 
dreds of bodies in the ruins. 


Trains arriving from Montreal and 
other points brought hundreds of 
•Visitors and the general rush, despite 
the urgent request of Mayor Martin 
that people not needed stay away, ad- 
ded to the difficulties of handling 
the situation. 


Supplies from New York brought 


in last night on a special train were 
distributed promptly in the hosnital 
district. 


There is enough food on hand to 
meet immediate needs,, provided the 
supply is not exhausted by the peo- 
ple rushing in from "every quarter.

PAYING HIGH PRICES 


COMPARED TO OURS 


Complaints are heard on every 


hand about the advance of prices for 
all 
commodities 
and 
materials. 


There are woi^en living in Newark 
today who will remember the ad- 
vance of all household necessities 
and materials during the Civil war, 
but it is as nothing compared to 
what the women of Germany must 
pay. 
Some of these prices have es- 


caped the censor and have leaked 
out and been received by the Ohio 
war board as follows: 


Women's chemises were 81, now 


$16. 


Cloth, pure worsted and gabar- 


dine, was 72 cents a yard, now ?9.60. 


Half-wood stuff, was 3S cents a 


yard, now $5.76. 


Velvets, were $1.44, now $12. 
Sateen, was 20 cents, now $2.88. 
Wash voile, was 13 cents, now 
$2.88. ' 


Sewing silk, was 11-2 cents per 
reel, now 15 cents. 


Machine cotton, was 4 cents per 
large reel, now 22 cents. 


Cotton socks for infants, were 72 


cents per dozen, now $ll'.52. 


XVomen's woolen stockings, were 


66 cents, now $3.60. 


Shoe laces, price 20 times higher 


than before the war. 


Germany's 
censors 
resemble 


"dead men" in lhat they "tell no 
tales,'' but there is one source of 
news that the censor cannot bottle 
up, and that is the market report, 
says the Ohio war board. Prices in ! 
Germany have gone lusher and high- ] 
er as the war continues. 


"It is not chance that has kept 


our commodities in this country from 
soaring to the same extent as the 
German goods above listed." declar- 
ed F. C. Croxton. state food adminis- 
trator, "but restraining power result- 
ing not alone from legislation but 
from organization for war services 
by the various industries. 
Further 
restraint is to be exercised to keep 
down prices, as indicated by the 
president's recent message to con- 
gress." 


Automobile Registrar 
W. A. Mc- 


Curdv, who lias started a campaign 
to recover all the automobile tags of 
1917 vintage, as well as those of 
previous years. These license plates 
are made of show-case metal and are 
valuable "scrap." 
Registrar 
Mc- 


Curdy plans to sell all the tags turn- 
ed in as scrap and convert the pro- 
ceeds into war-savings stamps. 
It is 


estimated that more than S200 can 
be raised and devoted to patriotic 
services in this way. 


Newark an^ Licking county auto- 


owners are requested to hunt up 
their old tags and keep them until 
the local officers of the club arranga 
to collect them for the state regis- 
trar. 


No cost attaches to the collection 


of the old tags, according to Regis- 
trar McCurdy, who designates the 
campaign as one of conservation as 
well as patriotic purpose. 
A total 


of 342,500 tags were issued in 1917, 
each pair wergnmg l 1-3 pounds. It 
is believed that at least 200,000 
pairs can be recovered, which means 
more than 150 tons of scrap metal, 
to be sold and curned into war funds.
